the Kealme,and tothe ruine of a multitude of ſeruiſable young men and Gentlemen, and of many good famflies, 
the Quernes mateftie bath of her owne p:incelp wiſedome ſo conſydered, as ſhee hath of late with great charge 
to her CounTil, commaunded the ſame to be pzeſently and ſpeedily remedied both in her owne Courte, and tn all 
other places of her Kealme, accozdyng tc ſundzy good Lawes heretofoze pzouided , Fozrefozmation whereof, al- 
thounh her byahnefle myght take great aduantage and pzoftte by execution of the ſayde Lawes and Statutes : 
yet of her pzincely clemencie , her Pateſtie is content at this tyme to getie warnyngto her louing lubiectestore-

To al Frchebi(<oppes, and Biſhoppes,and to the 
reſt of the Clergie, accozdyng to their degrees, that they doo ſee the ſame ſpeedily and duelperecuted in their pzt 

' uatehouſholdes and famſlies. Ind to al Mapo7zs,and other head officers of Cities,Townes, and Cozpozations, 
Cothe Chancellers of the gzntuerſitics, to Gouernours of Colledges , to the Tuncientes and Benchers ineue- 
rythe Jnnes ofthe Court and Chauncerie , and generally fo all that hath any ſupertozitie oz gouernment ouer 
and vpon any multitude,and eche man in his owne houÞ0old fo; thetr chyldzen ala 7-041 
doo cauſe the ſayd ozders to be kept by al lawful meages that they can. *** 

Ind to the intent the ſame might be better kept generally thzoughout al the Realme,her Wateſtie geueth alſo 

 beciallcharge to all Juſtices of the peace,to inquire of the defaultes andbzeakpng of thoſe ozders in their quarter 
Dellions,and to lee them redzeſſed in all open aſſemblies, by al wyſe,god!y, andlawfullmeanes : and alſo toall 
Juſtices of Iſſiſes in their Circuttes,to cauſe inquirie,anddue pzeſentment tobe made at their next Jflifes,howe
